Brief Description of Arguments to be Presented: 

Claini 1 requires that the LCD is fitted into the cushion material, in which the cushion material has an outer 
surface opposing to the fitting portion. It is not seen where Sasuga discloses or suggests the claimed cushion 
material with a Fitting portion. The Examiner concludes that it would have been obvious to adapt the cushion 
material into a frame-like form that has an outer surface opposing to the fitting portion so that the whole module 
is firmly held in its entirety without any necessity for other fixing members. Applicant does not propose to 
amend the claims. Applicant intends to further explain the differences between Sasuga and the claimed 
invention, and/or request further explanation from the Examiner where Sasuga teaches the fitting portion and 
how the cushion material of Sasuga could be modified to read on claim 1 .
